"I am strongly in favor of any 
movement which will improve the 
appearance of the town both in the 
residential and business distrPt- 
for not only will that make the 
town more pleasant in w'licf, to 
live but it will brill;; i...,rv ,»• sp.'i 
here which means better business.”

STOP! JUSTICE 


Bclloni Attacks Action in Oust 
ing Him as Chief of So. 

S. F. Police 

In a statement to the pubi to 
day, Louis Belloni, who was • -t- 
ed as Chief of South Sati K in- 
cisco police, claimed that hi- ef¬ 
forts to “clean up” the city were 
thwarted by the administration 
majority on the board of trus¬ 
tees. 

Following is Belloni’s signed 
statement in full: 

To the Citizens of South San 

Francisco: 

It is due to the public that an 
explanation concerning my dismis¬ 
sal from office be given, and I am 
writing with this thought in mind. 

I/hring the month of August, 
after Captain Charles Goff had 
caused some raids to be made hep- 
on account of violations of the 
prohibition law and had caused 
South San Francisco to have con¬ 
siderable newspaper notoriety, I 
was requested by Mr. McNeills to 
raid certain places where liquor 
was then sold. I had asked him. 
"Why not raid all such places?” 
He made no answer and I told him 
that I did not propose to discrim¬ 
inate. 

Very soon after this I was in¬ 
formed by Mr. McNellis that a 
man named Lang, re iding in San 
Francisco, was to tie brought here 
by the Board of Trustee , to h 
appointed City Mur hal und that I 
was to serve us a policeman undei 
Mr. Lang. 

The reason given for the pro¬ 
posed change was that, because 1 
was born and raised here, I could 
not, by reason of this supposed 
disadvantage, effieiently perform 
tile duties of the office held by me. 

After the news, bad spread about 
town a group of citizens approach¬ 
ed Mr. McNellis and Mr. McCaf¬ 
frey, and requested that I should 
be retained in otfice. These citi¬ 
zens were met with a flat refusal 
and were told that I would be re 
moved from office at the next 
meeting of the Board of Trustee’. 
On tiie following Monday, August 
17, 192a, the Board of Trustees as¬ 
sembled as usual, but for reasons 
of which 1 have not been informed 
I was not then removed from of¬ 
fice. 

On August IK, 1925, I was hand¬ 
ed a letter signed by II. F. Mc.N'cl 
li , it president of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South ■'sail 
Francisco, of which letter the first 
paragraph reads as follows: 

“As president of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South Sari 
Francisco and by virtue of the 
power herein vested, I hereby or¬ 
der you as City Marshal of the 
City of South Sun Francisco to 
take immediate steps toward the 
closing up in this city within a 
period of ten days from the date 
o*' this order, all houses of prosti¬ 
tution. such public places where 
gambling is practiced and make 
arrests of each and every known 
resident of the city who is prac¬ 
ticing bootlegging.” 

On receiving this letter, I ex¬ 
pected to proceed at once to com¬ 
ply with the instructions in the 
letter. On the following morning, 
very much to my surprise, 1 saw 
a full copy of the above-mentioned 
letter on the front page of the San 
Francisco Examiner. I do hot 
know why this letter was pub- 
I'shed. I do know that, almost at 
the time I was told to close “all 
houses of prostitution, such public 
places where gambling is prac¬ 
ticed and make arrests of each and 
every known resident of the city 
who is practicing bootlegging,” 
such general notice was given by 
the publication of the above-men¬ 
tioned order that all efforts in the 
direction of such luw enforcement 
on my part as an officer in uni¬ 
form were thwarted. I tr'ed it 
once, but in vain, to faithfully 
carrv this order into effect. See¬ 
ing the extent to which law vio¬ 
lators were put on their guard by 
the publication of the letter, I 
waited my opportunity to get evi¬ 
dence and niuke arrests. Within 
the lust two weeks I have secured

San Mateo voters sanctioned Re¬ 
sale of three and a half acres of 
the San Mateo city park to the 
San Mateo Union high school dis- 
trict at the . peeial election held on 
1 Saturduy by a vote of 112 in favor 
of the sale to 35 1 against it. The 
I vote was extremely light consider- 
ling the total registration of nearly 
■1000, hut is taken as a fair indica¬ 
tion of the sentiment of the people 
I of San Mateo to preserve the 
| junior college and the local branch 
j of the high school at ull costs. 

The small vote is particularly 
| surprising in view of the appa¬ 
rently great interest taken in the 
matter in all sections of San Me 
teo. There are rumors rife on the 
streets today that legal step- will 
be taken in a further attempt to 
Mock the sale, hot it is generally 
believed that the council can now 
proceed to transfer the park prop, 
erty to the high school board for 
the consideration of $lT.fiOU. Thu 
I Idgh school board will then cirll a 
bond election to provide fund* for 
the construction of proper build¬ 
ings on the park property to care 
for the high school pupils of Sao 
Mateo arid also a provision to sell 
[the present high school property 
to the junior college. 

Han Mateo business men und 
members of the high school board 
'expressed keen gratification over 
I the result of the election today, «■ 
it provides un immediate solution 
of the problem of caring for the 
l rapid growth of both the high 
j school and the junior college. The 
sale of th« park property will in- 
| sure the retention of the college In 
j San Mateo and also make it possi- 
I ble to provide a high school equal 
in capacity to the fine plant in 
1 Burlingame.

Trustees) to take their action at h 
regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees when a considerable num¬ 
ber of citizens are usually present.

The 
deal involved a cash consideration 
I of $1,22(1,400 und transfers 3780 
j shares of the hank to Giannini. 

The sale will not stop the pro 
I posed merger of the First Na 
I tional and the Crocker National 
Bank, which has been under con 
sideration for many months, nc 
I cording to reliable reports today. 

1 Giannini is said to favor the mer 
ger and will work with the offi- 
I rials of the Crocker National to 
bring it nliout. 

Merger Unaffected 

The purchase of the control of 
I the First National Bank places A. 
P. Giannini in an almost impreg¬ 
nable position in California fi 
nance. His success in foundin' 
land extending the Bank of Italy 
j reads almost like a romance and

Belloni and Patrolman 
Walter Miller. 

South San Francisco has a new 
chief of police, a new patrolman, 
and this community is again the 
center of political strife following 
the dismissal Monday afternoon 
of Chief of Police Louis Belloni 
and Officer Walter Miller at a 
special meeting of the hoard of 
trustees. The action culminates n 
long period of political discord, 
during which time charges involv¬ 
ing the police and members of the 
hoard of trustees have flown thick 
und fast. 

Charles Storek, for the past fif¬ 
teen years employed in the steel 
mills of South San Francisco, was 
named chief to succeed Bclloni und 
took office immediately. Paul Pn- 
rascanni. electrician, was appoint¬ 
ed to fill the Vacancy cuused l>y 
Miller's ousting, and likewise as¬ 
sumed his new duties without de¬ 
lay. 

The move at Monday’s meet¬ 
ing of the trustees to oust tho 
head of the police department oc¬ 
casioned a bitter fight among the 
board members. Mayor Hugh Mc¬ 
Nellis and his administration sup¬ 
porters, Trustees Carl Blank and 
Hugh McCaffery, voted for the 
dismissal, while Trustees A1 Esch- 
elback and Fred Cunningham put 
up a bitter fight against the 
ouster move. 

Discussing the action, Mayor 
McNellis said that there was noth¬ 
ing unusual in the ouster of Chief 
Belloni and Patrolman Miller. "It 
was done for the good of the de¬ 
partment,” was the mayor’s sim¬ 
ple explanation. 

Chief Not Invited 

Neither Chief Belloni or .Patrol¬ 
man Miller were invited to attend 
the meeting at which they received 
the blow from the political n:<. 
Their first intimation that their 
services were no longer desired 
on the “city's finest” came when 
they were handed letters by City 
Clerk Dan McSweeney. The let¬ 
ters were very formal, simply stilt¬ 
ing that, their offices had been de¬ 
clared vacant and that the new 
officials would take up their duties 
without delay. 

However, us soon ns news of tho 
action spread about the city, indig¬ 
nation, particularly among the 
Italian residents, ran high and the 
recall petitions so long threatened 
came into circulation again. Many 
signatures were affixed to the pe¬ 
titions yesterday afternoon und 
last night. The petitions are di¬ 
rected against Mayor McNellis and 
Trustees Blank and McCafferv. 
They were circulated several weeks 
ago, hut failed because they did 
not have the required number of 
signatures. 

The petitions, when first placed 
in circulation, caused a sensation 
because they charged the mayor 
with public drunkenness and the 
two trustees with irregularity in 
city contracting projects. 

Chief Belloni was considered a 
highly popular official. He served 
throughout the war in the army 
of the United States and after his 
return he was given a job ns pa¬ 
trolman. Later, when Mayor Mc¬ 
Nellis’ administration ousted C. C. 
Conrad as chief, they elevated Bel¬ 
loni to the office.

and poured a quantity of acid on I 
the eleven sections of three inch, 
fire hose that the department re¬ 
cently purchased. 

Acid Being Analyzed 

Police Chief Harper of Burlin¬ 
game believes that it was sul¬ 
phuric acid that was used in the 
destruction of the fire hose, but 
he is now having u chemical an¬ 
alysis made to determine exactly 
what sort of acid was used in des¬ 
troying the 11 lengths of fire hose 
of the Burlingame fire department 
valued at $770. 

The discovery that *ho fire hose 
had been tampered with was made 
Sunday by Fire Chief Derain when 
he was making un inspection of 
the apparatus. The acid was 
poured on the exterior of the hose 
and it ate holes through the coils, 
rendering the hose valueless in 
case of fire.

The Bay region has been spoken of as one of the 
great metropolitan areas of the world, with the 
growth and development of the many communities 
dependent to a large extent one upon the other. 

And of the whole Bay region no section can be 
found with its population, business, and growth so 
closely intertwined as our own Peninsula. It is true 
indeed that each community has its own individual 
advantages and problems and that it is up to each 
community to supply the main interest for its own 
expansion.
